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ECHOES FROM THE ANTE-ROOM

Ben Barrows' Story of "Poor Fellow Eol-
diers," the Templars,

_———

EARLY ORGANIZATION OF THE ORDER

An Tnteresting Tole Founded on Fact and
Prettily Told—Dolngs of the Week
In Stute and Clty Lodge
Nooms.

In view of the coming triennial conelave
of Knights Templar that is to beé hola o
Denver in August noxt, tha following brief
History of the cracr, preparea by Hen Har
rows, an ardent Sie Kolght and the genial
ehief of the Chlon Pacifie ndvordsiug departs
ment, will prove of great interest:

Two armid knlghts mounted upon one
poorly eaparisoned burse—this Is the puthotio
pleturo we have presontad to us of tho early
poverty of the most renowned and most pow
erful miltary and religlous order ever known
on eartn!  For, so runs the legend, when
Hugh De Payens aud his friend and comrade,
Godfroy do S5t Aldemar, founded the order
fn 1115, s0 poor were they that in their Gest
journey they toth rode on one horse, and
this fact was perpeluated on the great seal
of tho order,

During tho elevonth snd twelfth centuries,
multitudes of pigrims, induced by tho
pious superstition of the age, visited Jeru-
salemn for tho purpose of offering their aovo-
tions at the sepulehree of our Lord,  Many of
thoso pligrims woro nged apd wonk, almost
ull of them unarmed, and in thelr delence
Joas stalo were an oasy proy for the murnud-
lug Arabs who continued to infost 'alestine
oven aftor the vaptura of Jerusalem by the
Christinns, It was ander thesoe cireuimstances
that De Payens and St Aldemar and seven
others enterca into a solomn compuaot to aid
onch other in clenring the roads and to ad,
nssist und defend pilgrims on thelr journey
1o the holy oity.

Balawin the second, king of Jerusalem,
ROVO thoem OVery cncourtgerrent,nnu nasigned
them lodgings in bis palace near tho tradi-
tionul site of the temple, and the abbot of
the ndjoining churen save them o house for
an ncmory,  ‘The street botween the palace
nud temple in which they lived bocame
known ns the “streot of the templars'’ —
whenee they derived the name they ever
witerwards rotained, "

Tho order united the monnstie with the
militiey character, and the Kuiphts wore at
otco “priests and soldiers.” T'he brothren
took, In the presence of tho Patrinren of Jo-
rusalem, the usunl vows of poverty, chastity
nnd obedience,and with groat bumility eatled
themselves “poor fellow soldiers of Jesus
Christ" aod “poor soldiers of the church.”
Thele number was nov allowed to increase
bevond ulne till the Council of Troyes in
1127, whileh Hueb De Payons and tive of his
companions attended, and which  commis-
sioned 5t Bernured of Cloirvaox to  draw up
rutes for them,  These noew obligations woat
boyaond the usual vows of abstinence; the
Knighws were to defend the Coristian relig-
fon, the sacraments, the creeds, tho unity of
the divine nature, to  perform mililary ser-
vice bevond the scas whenever called upon
toao ro, and nover tofly before threo jnfidels
oven when alone,  These rules wore divided
Toto seyenty-two articles nod were approved
by Pope Honorius in 1128,

Prom this time forward the history of the
order shows o long series of brilllant sue-
cosacs,  The little band of ninespeedily grew
into ns many thousnnds; their herole serviezs
to the Christians of Palestine made vhem at
onee fuyorites with all the princes and peo
ples of Christendom. So rapidly did they
rrow in power and posscssions that an old

Istorlan says In the muddle of the thir
teenth century they owned over 9,000 manor
houses and the lands belonging thereto.
Their power and influence can hurdly be es
tlmntmi. Kings curried favor with the
baughty grand mnster of tho Templurs ana
thoss renowned Kolghts made and unmude
ctmpaigns at thelr pleasuro,

During the gradual decav of the Christian
power in Palestine tho Templars failed to
maio secure their possessions in that coun-
try. The immenrso woalth of the orderand
its extensive  ramifications throughout
Europe drew on it the jealonsy and suspicion
of mnoy princes, 1?hilip of IPranece, irritated
by his Inavility to tox the order, deteMmined
on its destroction.  He induced Pope Cloment
VI to hinve n Judicinl inquiry instituted  into
the orthodoxy and morality of the order, and
in June, 1406, the pope wroto DeMolay, then

grand maosler, to come to  him at
Paris nnd consult on import-
ant mutters connected with the
order, DeMolay obeyed the summons

und left Cyprus with sixty kuights ana largo
sums of trensure, arriving at "aris early in
1807, Immediately on his arrival he was [m-
risoned, and on the 18th of Octabor follows
ng, every knight in I'rance woas taken into
custody and thoire hous s and properly seized,
Clomout sent in o list of accusations, 120 in
uumber, to the archbishops and papal com-
missloners who were to oxamine the knights
The main pelots o this long list were that
the order nbjured Christ and the Viegin;
that they denled the atoncment; that thoy
worshipped a cat; practiced obscono cere-
monies; contonded that the grand master
had the power of absolution ; practiced maeie,
and numerous other heresis, The trinl was
n farce, for the fate of the kKnights was a
foregone conclusion, On May 12, 1310, fifty-
four of them wers publicly bur.ed and on
the 1sth of Mareh, 1814, DoMolay aud othor
high dignitaries of the ovder wers burned at
the stakn, The order censed at onee through-
out (hristendom, Thelr movable property
for the most part was appropriated by the
sovurvipgns of Lthose conntrios in wnleh it was
deposited, wnd although their landed posses-
sions werd nominally transferred to the Hos-
pitaliers, the crown sceured the dispesition
of them. From the establishment of the
order by De Payens until its dissolution
with the death of DeMolav, the knights
wiro presided over by twontv-two grand
mastors, Tho doath of DeMolay practically
dissolved the order,but it survived in n disio-
tegratod fashion in many portions of Kurope.

Thore are four sources from which the
Masonie Templars are said to bave derived
thelr existence, making, therefore, as many
different divislions of the order,

Larminius as the successor of James Do
Maolay.

second. Those who recognize Petor d'Au-
mont as thoe suceessor of De Molay,

Third, Those who derive their Tomplarism
frora the Count Beaujou, the gephew of De
Molay,

Fourth, Toose who elaim an indeperdent
origin, and repudinte alike the authority of
Larmipius, of 4’ Aumont, of Heaujou,

From the first class springs the Templars
of France, who profess to have continued the
order by authonty of a chartor given by Do
Molay to Larminius, This body of Templars
dosigunte thomselves as  tho *Order of the
Temple." Its seat is in Pamns,  The duke of
Nussex received from it the degree and au-
thority to ostablish a grand conciuye 1 Kng-
land, He did so nnd convencd that boay
ones, but onl{ onee,  During the romalping
yours of nis life, Toamplarism had no sctvity

n England, as he alscountennnced all Chris-
tan mnd chivalric Masoory,

The second division of Templars is that
which is foundod on the theory that Poler

d'Aumont tled with several Kulghts into
Beotland and there united svith the Free-
musons, This legend s lothioetely cou-

nooted with Hamsey's traditions-that Free-
masonyy sprang from Templarism, and thiat
all Freomasons ure Knlehts Tewmplar,

The third division 18 that which assorts
that Count Beaujeu, a vephew of tho last

rand master, Do Moluy, sud a member of
he Order of Kuights of Christ—the nawe
mssumed by the Templars of Portugal
~hbad recolved authority  from that
order to dissominate the dogrec,
te ix sald to have carvled the degroe aud its
ritual into Sweden, where he lucorporated it
with Freemnsonry.

Of the last class, or the Templars who
recognized the autherity of nelther ot the
leaaers who bhave been mentioned, thero wore
two subdivisions, the Seoteb mud the English
for it is only Iu Seotland and England that
this independeont Tomplarism found o foot-
bold. Iv was ounly in Scotland that the
Templars endu no persecution, Long
after the dissolution of the order in every
other country of Furope, tue Seottish pro.
ceptories continued to oxisy and the Kuights
ilved undisturbed. Ona portion of the Seot-
tish Templars cntered the army of Hobert
Bruce, and, sfter the battle of Bannockburn
were merged in the *‘Hoyal Order of Boot-
land," tnen established by bim. Another

tion of the Scottish Templars united with

ho iKuights Hospitallers of St Joun, Thoy
lived amioably in the same houses, snd con:
tinued to do 60 until the Heformetion.

The Evglish Masoulo Templars are mmJ

probably derived from that vody oalled the
“Paldwin epncampment,'’ of frome some one
of the four coordinate encavmpmoents of Loo

don, Bath, York and Salisvury, which s
clalmed wero formod by the members of the
procoptory which had Tong existed at Bris

tol, and who, on the dissolution of thelr
ordor, aro supposed to have united with the
Masonie featernity,  The Baldwic encamp-
ment elaims to hnve existed from “time 1m-
memoring ' —an indefinite period —but we oan
trace It back far enough to give it a priqr'i'r
over all other English encampments. Fromn
thia division of the Templars, ropudiating
nll  connections  with  Larminius, with
da’Aumont, ot Aty of the aoll-oon-
stitutea leaders, but tracing s origin
to the mmdepondent action of Knighta who
fled for sectrity and parpetuity into the body
of Masonry we ace justly entitled to derive
the Templars of the United States.

The grand encampment of the Unitea
Spgtes fs soventv-six yoars old and wis
founaded Juno 20, 1510, at New York oity,
An illustrious American was chiosen for the
first grana masier and sarved throe tecins In
that capaecity: DeWitt Clinton of New York.

The sfime sturdy manhood nnimates the
templarof today, just as It did the olld ha
role kuights on inany o waoll fougnt feld
The crusndes ave indeed past and the nee of
chivalry hins gonabut if an emergency should
nrise what o nostof fightipg tomplars would
respond to the summons in defense of truth
and the Christian redegion. The Knighta
ride on no more forays, nor seok adventurae
peyond the charmed paths of peace, but
thele pligrimagos to the trisnnial erand on-
campment continue to grow in interest.

REVISED SWITCHING TARIFF.

Union Pacitle OMcbals Invite the Councll to
Exumine n New Sehedule.

The ety council's novement to control the
switching charges over tracks occupying
streots and allovs has been mat by the Unlon
IPaeitie with a new tarifl itendad to plucate
the city,

Asmistant Genernl Managoer Dickinson has
notified the ecouncil’'s commitiee on viaduots
and rallways that ho hoas propaved arovised
switching schedule, and he has asked the
committee to moet him amd discuss it

Chairman Prineo savs he can soo nothing
to b gained by such a confercnre, ana tho
committea hns made no  engagoment to
moeot Mr. Dickinson, though it mav con-
clude to do s=o. If the Unfon Pacifie
oxpects to hang up the ordinwnee aimed uat
its switching extortion by an offer ol re-
duced eharges it is quite lHkely to be fooled,
Mr. Prince eays o committee roport is now
being propared that will urge the passago of
the ordinancs, He ulso snys that the inten-
tion is to then introduce another ordinunce
renewing tho Union Pacific's right to use
streets pud nlloys for switehes, but retuining
1 the couneil the power to regulate the
charges on such tracks.

Mr, Prince visited ubout fifteen wholesale
firms and they all denounced the recently en-
actod switehing tariff as extortionote, Nr.
Prinee then enlled on General Munnger
Clark to geta full understanding of the
question. Mr. Ulark did not seem to think
that the incroased clhnrges wers too high,
but ho sald a mistake had beesn mude 1n ad
vancing the rates in one sweepineg change in-
stead of dolng It sraaually. [tis under-
stood that the scheduls now proposed will
make a considerabie reduction, but will not
be as low as the old one,

The county commissioners were inciined to
do what they considered the square thing
and ut ones held out the olive braneh, inform-
ing the purties that if they would pay in the
license lor this yoar, 8500 in each case, the
prosecutions would not bo pushed. Two of
the men accepted the terms, but the others
wanted to go to law. Tuey argued that the
Iaw requiring them to coutribute 0 per
annum ench to the county school fund wus
illogul and vold,

Upon pooling their issues they deeideo to
allow the test o bo made against Frank
Shuannon, who keeps o saloon on West
Leavenworith street. In his case the iu-
dletment cootained flve counts, chorging
that without first having obtained a license
he sold liguors on that many days to nuwmer-

St Joseph's hospital was for many years
the only hospital in Omiha and tho sistors
who have beon in charge of that noble insti-
tution huve cared tor mors sick and Injured
patients within tha walls of that long, Lwo-
story feame building on the hill south of the
Union Pacifio teacks on 'wolflth stroet than
have beon cared for nt all the other hospitils
in Omnhn.  For some timo tho sisters havo
needed more room and more adequate faelll
ties for the propor care and troatmont of  pa-
tients, and this important  desideratum  wiil
soon be supplied.

Mres. Crelghton's Beguest,

When Mres, Johin A, CUrelghton died somo
years ago she bogueathoed 0,000 to St
Jusoph's hospital to ba jovestad in o now
building. M. Urelghton decideo aboant two
years ago that he wounld increaso the beguest
and orect o hoseital builaing that woula mees
the roequirements of the Sistery of Nt Fran-
els, wiio bave charga of St Joseph's hospl-
tal, for balf o century or more and be n
eredit o Omaba and to the nameol tho
Creighton  family,  He  purchased a full
block of ground on the nill near thoe intorsce-
tion of Tenth mod Casteline streots and
began to plan for the erection of thoe very
handsomo and massive structure that is now
nearing completion,

The work began in Soptember, 1880, and
if nothing happens to intercupt the workmen
the bulldine will be rendy tor occupancy by
the I1st of Moy next,

A Model Ballding,

The building is & model of solidity nnd con-
venlenee., It fronts townrd tho west on
Tenth street and the leneth of the frontagoe
18 202 foot,  Prom the ond of the moin build-
ing wings eaxtend eastward., 'T'hese wings
are almost as lorege as the main bnlding
which f'neas Tenth street, the stricture thus
formine toree sides of asguare.  Thy entire
vullding rises threo full stories and an attie
above the high basemont.  1vis peactically o
four-story and attie vuiliding, for the Hoor of
the basoment is only about two [eet below tho
stirfove.  T'ho wings ure cach forty two foot
wido und the main portion of tho structure is
fifty feet wide,

The Maln Entrance,

In the conter of the main builaing, facing
Tenth streat, there is a projection which ac-
commodates und lends effectivoness to 1ho
muin entrance. This projection rises the
full height of the bullding, aud above the
roof terminntes in & tower which s sur-
mounted by n cross ten feet long and Tonr
feet wide, From the Hoor of the basemoent
to the top of the eross dt s 117 feet, Over
the main entranea, and built into the wall as
though 1t bad been there from the beginning
ol time, stands o beautiful brown stone arch
with exquisito tracery of leaves anda lowers
about tho following nseription, which is cut
iu the sobid stone just wbove tho heads of ull
who enter:

Just avove this inseriptiowtnere is o huge

niche in tho outer wall. This's intended for
o life-sized marble statue of St Joseph which
will be out by some great sculptor of Ku-
ropo.

In the Rotunda,

The visitor next steps Into what will be
whben completed o veautiful rotunda from
which a wido, double stairense rises light
after flight to the top story and thenee to the
top of the tower a single flignt of stairs fur
pishes the means of onsceut, Runoing
through the main buwlding from north to
south and connecting directly with the larce
square hell or rotunan just inside the wain
entrance there is o wige corridor into which

all the rooms in tho  main  build-
ing open. This  corvidor s nlso
extondod throueh tho center of the two

wings of the buildine and tho apartments on
either sido open into 1t. Thera ix o flizht of
stalrs from tho buseincnt all the way to the
attio at ench end of the waln bulldig and at
the outer enids of the two wings, These,
with the main stalrway near the entrance,
make fAve (lights of stairs in the bumlding,
Thera aro in all 149 apartments 1n the mam
moth structure,

The Interior Fiunlsh,

The interior finish of the entire building Is
of oak and yellow pine, The hinges ung
kuobs on all the doors are solid brouze. The
floors and walls are all deadened with coment
and sand, In tho heating, lighting and ven-
tilating nothing but the most approved mod-
ern applinnces have been 111]“!.!‘([.

Large, convonient n[llilrlmmlt'.! have beoen
arranged for tho special use of the sistersana
a separate parlor and dining room have beon
set aside for guests and visitors, The apart-
ments for the accommopation of patients are
much larger than are usually scen 1n  hos-
pitais, o addition to the separvate apart-
ments there are eight wards x50 foet, and
eiglt more 14x25 feot in dimentions,  There
are several rooms bullt especially for insane

mtients, ‘I'wo rooms which are not acoessi-

1o from tho interior of the building uoave
been plansed for 4 morgue or *Ydead house.'

Culinary Facilities,

In the bonsement tnere s a large, airy
Kitchen, another large apartmeut to be used
as o bakerv, cold storage rooms, wine and
vegetable collurs, laundry snd every concelv-
able convenlence, T'wo largo shafts have
been bullt from basement Lo garcvet for the
accommuodation of dumb walters upon which
victuals will be earried to the paticnts, Con
necting with these dumb walters on each
floor serving rooms whore the vietuals
may be caken from the dummy and distrion.
ted to tue varlous spartmonts. Onpe |argo
elevator will be employed o handle buggoage
aund passengers,

The Operating Rooms,

The surgeons’' operating room 18 &t the
southwest corner of Lthe bullding and s par
ticularty ndanted to that lmporiant puart of
hospital work, havisg plenty of light,

Tho bullding willibb besteg by steam (rom
threo lurge bollers located in A separate
bullding betwoen the east ends of the two
wings. Tho boller houso 15 & model in s
way, The smoko stack rises niuety-cight
feer above the ground and will carey all the
smoko above the sool of Lhe hospital build-
lug,

o A Magsaiticent View,

Along the east esd of both extensions and
aloog the east side 1 of the main bullding on
every floor thore stretehes o neat pnd sub-
stantial iron vorands from which a magoif
pant viow of the river valley and tho cor
rugated borizon o ghe fowa side may bo sur
veyod,

Purelgfor Charity,

Iy the northwestcorner of the bullding in
the busemunt theresre a couple ol rooms set
aside for & purarwork of charity, In these
roums poor, unfortunate people will be served
